We need more of this plain dealing, if 
we are going to make men see their own 
lost condition, and bring them right 
through to a personal,’ saving knowledge 
of. the Lord Jesus Christ. This; requires 
holy boldness, tempered with His love 
for men. 
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Secrets of Contentment 


HUMOROUS definition tells us 

that man’s life is a constant strug- 

gle to lift his earning power up 
to his yearning power. That is largely 
true for many people. The more we 
have the more we wish to have. But there 
are exceptions, and Paul was a notable 
one. It was while he was in prison, and 
after a period of distress through re- 
duced circumstances that the apostle 
wrote, “I have learned, in whatsoever 
state I am, therewith to be content” 
(Phil. 4:11). 

His friend Epaphroditus had just come 
from Philippi with a generous gift from 
Christian friends there. Paul warmly 
thanks them, tells of the joy their 
thoughtfulness brought to him, but goes 
on to say that while he is glad to be 
helped, and glad for the love and fel- 
lowship behind their gift, yet while he

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sities, he had not thereby been dis- 
quieted. He had learned to be content 
with any circumstances His Lord might 
ordain for him. Unjustly imprisoned, 
cut off from his beloved work, deprived 
of Christian fellowship, and of life’s 
common comforts, facing the possibility 
of death, the apostle yet. was living a 
heavenly life of joy in Christ. Philip- 
pians, though written from a prison,’ 
is one of the sunniest of Paul’s letters. 
It reveals him as so superior to outward 
circumstances that abasement or abun- 
dance made little difference to him. Try- 
ing conditions brought no fretting, no 
desponding, no chafing, for he had 
learned in whatsoever state he was 
therein to be content. 

Here, as suggested by Paul’s word for 
content, we see a heathen ideal in Chris- 
tian realization. For to be superior to 
one’s circumstances was an ideal of 
pagan philosophy. Paul’s word for con- 
tent is “self-sufficing,” and meant inde- 
pendence of surroundings. This was a 
common ideal of contemporary philos- 
ophy. Pagan people well knew the van- 
ity of life, the deceitfulness of riches, 
the void that worldly pleasure left un- 
filled. Such people longed for happi- 
ness that was not dependent on one’s 
circumstances, so the Stoic doctrine had 
been developed around the idea-of self- 
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gufficiency. It urged men to discipline 
themselves into such an independence 
of outward circumstances as to rise 
superior to them. 

Cicero and Seneca extolled Stoicism. 
But they could theorize about its ideal 
better than they could realize it. And 
when men did attain to the Stoic ideal 
of self-sufficiency it was a very different 
thing from Christian content. Stoicism 
crushed out one’s finer feelings, made a 
man severe, unsparing, unsympathetic, 
and well-nigh an atheist. It was a self. 
sufficiency that ruled out God and that 
did injury to the finer things of the soul. 

But in Paul we see this heathen ideal 
of self-sufficiency in Christian realiza- 
tion. Paul was self-sufficient in the 
sense that he was not dependent on out- 
ward circumstances for happiness. But 
this Christian self-sufficiency did not kill 
the finer feelings of the soul, nor make 
one independent of God. Paul’s self- 
sufficiency was really Christ-sufficiency, 
for he says, “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me.” He had 
found through Christ a Christian real- 
ization of a pagan ideal. He had no 
need to depend on pleasant circum- 
stances for happiness, for he had his 
deepest joy and satisfaction in Christ, 
and through Christ could rise superior 
to circumstance. 

It is worth while looking more closely 
at this Christian contentment to see 
what it is and what it is not. It cer- 
tainly is not smug self-satisfaction, for 
in chapter three we hear Paul saying 
he does not count himself to have at- 
tained to all that Christ has for him. 
This is no self-complacency. It is con- 
tentment with one’s lot, or better, amid 
one’s lot, whatever it might be; not con- 
tentment with oneself. The first is to 
be desired, the second to be dreaded. 
Again this contentment is not lack of 
feeling, for this letter is full of warm 
feeling of affection and appreciation. 
Nor is it indifference to the conditions 
of others, for no one strove more than 
the apostle for the good of others. Paul’s 
contentment has been defined as “a cor- 
dial acquiescence in the arrangements 
of Heaven.” If, under God, it was ar- 
ranged that Paul spend some time in 
prison, he was content to have it so. If 
it was the arrangement of a wise and 
loving Providence that Paul should suf+ 
fer want for a time, he was content with 
that, too. His contentment was freedom 
from restless impatience and feverish 
coveting of an easier lot. It was tran- 
quillity of soul under all circumstances. 
It was quiet restfulness amid all the 
changes of life. 

What a rare and difficult attainment is 
this! For our happiness we depend so 
much on this world and what it gives 
us, and how it treats us. When our for- 
tunes are favorable we are more or less 
happy; when they are unfavorable we 
are restless and discontented. 

“It is related that Dr. A. T. Schofield 
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had a daughter who suffered a depressed 
fracture of the skull in a fall from a 
horse. No surgeon would venture to 
operate, and after some years of much 
suffering she died. About two weeks 
after the accident occurred her nurse 
said to Dr. Schofield, “I thought you

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|. Some Recent Literature Concerning 


Evolution 


‘ URING the past ten years a large 
D number of interesting books and 
papers dealing with evolution 
have been written by those who accept 
the theory and by those who reject it. 
In these publications a great many facts 
unfavorable to the theory are disclosed. 
So numerous are these publications that 
it is possible to notice but a fraction, 
and I propose to confine myself almost 
entirely to those published in Europe, 
because, owing to war conditions, most 
Américans have not easy access to them. 
I will begin with publications by zoolo- 
gists who accept the theory of evolution: 
“Evolution and Its Modern Critics” 
(1937), by Dr. A. Morley Davies. 


Difficulties Admitted 


This book “was primarily designed as 
a reply to Mr. Douglas Dewar’s ‘Diffi- 
culties of the Evolution Theory,’” but 
the author also criticizes other biologists 
such as W. R. Thompson and L. Vialle- 
ton, and autside critics, such as Sir Am- 
brose Fleming and G. K. Chesterton. 
Morley Davies tells us that he “places 
the various difficulties raised by the 
critics in their true proportions, and 


‘while not failing to recognise that there . 


are difficulties, believes himself to have 
shown their insignificance besides the 
overwhelming mass of evidence sup- 
porting the theory.” This book contains 
many admissions, for example, “No evo- 
lutionist can deny the enormous width 
of the gap between Archaeopteryx and 
the nearest reptile’ (p. 92). Here is 
Dr. Davies’ reply to my assertion that 
the gradual transformation of a land 
mammal into a sea cow appears to be 
physically impossible, and that there 
are no known animals, living or ex- 
tinct, intermediate between the sea cows 
and theig hypothetical land ancestor: 
“Admittedly we have here a ‘difficulty 
of the evolution theory,’ While the links 
are missing, it is difficult to picture their 
exact mode of life. Precisely .the same 
difficulty occurs when we try to picture 
how the wheel was evolved, from the 
roller: the exact nature of the inter- 
mediate stages have so far baffled all 
attempts at-reconstruction. The easiest 
way out of the diffieulty would be to 
give up the. attempt and say that the 
wheel was not a human invention but 
a supernatural. revelation: yet /I ‘know 
of no one who has adopted that view. 
Everyone believes that the wheel was 


~ developed out. of the roller, though-no- 


one can confidently say how” (p. 92). 


Here is another of Davies’ admissions: 
“That Consciousness, Memory, and Per-

sonality have been gradually developed, 
step by step with the evolution of bodily 
structure and function, seems unques- 
tionable, yet we can frame no theory 
of how the two sides of this double 
process are connected, nor how their 
association first began” (p. 249). 

I will refer in a subsequent article to 
my reply to Davies’ book. His book (pub- 
lished by Murby and Co., 1 Fleet Lane, 





Mr. Douglas Dewar studied zoology, 
botany, and physiology at Cambridge 

niversity. He then served for over 

enty years in the Indian Civil 
Service. In India he took up orni- 
thology as a hobby and has written 
a number of books ‘on Indian birds. 
Like all biological students of his 
day he accepted the theory of 
evolution. But work in the field 
soon led him to criticize Darwin’s 
theories of protective coloring and 
sexual selection. While on furlough 
in 1909—the fiftieth year after the 
publication of “The Origin of Spe- 
cies’ — Dewar collaborated with an- 
other ornithologist, Frank Finn, in a 
book called “The Making of Spe- 
cies,” which is an attack on Darwin- 
ism. At that time both Dewar and 
Finn believed in evolution by muta- 
tion. Further researches, however, 
caused Dewar to reject the whole 
concept of evolution, and after his 
retirement from the Civil Service he 
has devoted a great deal of time to 
the study of the evidence for and 
against the theory.. In 1931 he pub- 
lished “Difficulties of the Evolution 
Theory,” which is an attack on the 
theory. In 1937 Dr. A. Morley Davies 
published his “Evolution and Its 
Modern Critics,” which is intended 
largely to be a reply to Dewar’s 
book. In 1938 Dewar published by 
way of rejoinder his “More Difficul- 
ties of the Evolution Theory.” So 
far, no reply to this has been pub- 
lished. Dewar has written two other 
books attacking evolution — ‘Man: 
A Special Creation” and “A Challenge 
to Evolutionists.” In this connec- 
tion it is of interest that the famous 
French zoologist, Louis Vialleton, for- 
merly professor of zoology at Mont- 
pellier, started by being an evolu- 
tionist and was led by his work in 
the museum and laboratory to reject 
the theory, and just before his death 
in 19293 he published “L’Origine des 
Etres Vivants: L’Illusion Transform- 
iste.” 

The British publishers, Hollis and 
Carter, are planning to publish early 
this year a book called “Is Evolution 
Proved?” being a debate in writing 
between Dewar and H. S. Shelton. 
This article is the first in a series 
of four that will appear in the 
Times consecutively. 
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London, E.C., 7 shillings sixpence); is 
almost unique among books on evolu- 
tion in that instead of ignoring the 
objections to the theory of evolution it 
tries to meet them. 


I will now mention some recent books 
which show that biology, unlike chem- 
istry and physics, has made very little 
progress since Darwin’s day. Rather 
than getting anywhere evolutionists 
seem to have been playing during the 
past eighty years the game of here-we- 
go-round-the-mulberry bush! % 


The Religion of Progress 


Over forty years ago Dr. Dennert 
wrote (“At the Deathbed of Darwin- 
ism,” p. 26): “Darwinism, i.e., the the- 


_ ory of natural selection by means of the 


struggle for existence, is being pushed 
to the wall all along the line. The 
bulk of naturalists no longer recognises 
its validity, and even those who have 
not yet entirely discarded it, are at least 
forced to admit that the Darwinian ex- 
planation now possesses a very subordi- 
nate significance.” Of recent years, 
however, a new school:of Darwinians 
has arisen which regards natural selec- 
tion as a wonder-working magician! A 
leading exponent of this school is Dr. 
Julian Huxley, who in a B.B.C. broad- 
cast on October 20, 1940, informed his 
listeners: ‘Whether we like it or not, 
Darwin’s theory is confirmed,” and, 
“Thanks to Darwin, we accept evolution 
as a fact; we now accept natural selec- 
tion as the method of evolution.” Pre- 
viously Dr. Huxley wrote in a news- 
paper: “In the past of geology the slow, 
wasteful and blind forces of’ natural 
selection have created the marvellous 
living mechanism of ant, bee, bird, horse, 
and man out of mere living slime.” This 
of course is pretentious nonsense. With 
as much truth might a man, who has 
just drowned three of a litter of four 
kittens, hold up the fourth and cry, “See! 
I have created this!” In effect Huxley 
and his companions, such as Dr. Joseph 
Needham, have started a new religion: 
called by F. A. Voigt, the editor of the 
Nineteenth Century, “the Religion of 
progress,” which he has criticized 
severely in the issue of his journal for 
March, 1943. In 1942 Dr. Huxley pro- 
duced a book of 645 pages entitled, “Evo. 
lution. The Modern Synthesis.” This 
book, although it contains many up-to- 
date facts and observations, has the de- 
fects that mar almost every recent book 
on biology, with an additional defect of 


‘its own. 


These almost universal defects are: (1) 
Treating as established fact the theory 
of organic evolution; (2) Setting forth 
only those facts which seem to favor 
the theory, cr are not clearly opposed 
to it, and ignoring all that are opposed 
to it; (3) Accepting as proved trans- 
formations of animals, which in fact

OLOMON’S Prayer in America and 

in Africa.—Mrs. Stegall is a mis- 

sionary in Lubondai, Congo Free 
State. On April 16 the station listened 
in to Vice-President Truman’s address, 
on assuming the Presidency. “Our hearts 
were glad when, as Solomon, he called 
on the God of wisdom to lend help for 
‘an understanding heart to judge thy 
people .. . for who is able to judge 
this thy so great a people?’” Then she 
continues (Presbyterian Survey): 

“Sunday of the same week at our 
church service, nineteen-year-old Ilunga, 
who for nearly twelve years has made 
his home here on our station, walked 
up to the pulpit and told us how the 
Colonial Belgian Government had made 
him chief of his tribe in place of his 
dead father. Then he continued, 

“‘T want to read you from First Kings, 
the third chapter, verses seven through 
nine.’ 

“Again the famous passage we had so 
recently heard from President Truman! 
How my heart filled with love and ‘un- 
derstanding’ as he read, ‘I am but a 
little child’! 

“Thunga, son of Chief Tshikela, came 
to our mission when a very small boy. 
He was put in the boys’ home and at- 
tended school daily. He played and 
fought with our son—sometimes one 
would go home crying, sometimes the 
other. He attended our church and be- 
came a member of it. He graduated 
from the day school and decided to do 
medical work. He entered the hospital 
and there worked and studied until he 
graduated as a nurse. His father died 
recently, and before his death expressed 
the wish that Ilunga should be chief 
instead of the older brother. 

“Thunga will meet many temptations 
and have untoid problems to solve. He 
will need all the ‘wisdom and under- 
standing’ of Solomon. He has asked for 
our prayers.” 


The new Conservative Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society, which has been or- 
ganized in the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, can take heart from the experi- 
ence of the Bible Churchmen’s Mission- 
ary Society, organized for like reasons 
in the Church of England. Dr. Bart- 
lett, its long-time secretary, writes: 

“All its members were members of 
the Church of England, yet it was not 
countenanced by any authority within 
that church. Large advertisements in 
church papers gave the names of all the 
then evangelical bishops and announced 
that none of them would touch the new 
society. Dazed by such statements, many 


E ents and warnings 
from all the world 


of the laity held aloof, although up to 
the moment they had warmly supported 
those who stood in defense of the old 
paths. Then followed what was prac- 
tically a public rebuke from the then 
Primate of all England and also an ac- 
cusation of schism from some in author- 
ity.” 

Yet the new society continued and 
prospered. “Few societies are more re- 
spected by all schools of thought within 
our church today. By hard work, 
blessed of God, the Bible Churchmen’s 
Missionary Society has been instrumen- 
tal in helping to found the diocese of 
the Arctic. It holds responsibility for 
the founding and maintenance of the 
great new diocese in North Africa, and 
has brought into view the possibility 
of a new diocese in Upper Burma and 
another in South China.” It is also ac- 
tive in India and Abyssinia. 

Baptist pastors are reporting increased 
giving to missions since the Conserva- 
tive Foreign Mission Society came into 
being. One in the Northwest says, “The 
interest of the church in missions has 
been amazing since the formation of 
the new society.” And another in the 
East, “The increased giving in our church 
is very noticeable since we switched 
to the Conservative Society.” In still 
another the increase has been fourfold. 


A Children’s Bible Mission in Florida 
(Lakeland) in ten years has ministered 
to nearly 150,000 children, of whom 
nearly 3,000 have accepted Christ. It 
differs from the Bible Clubs of the North 
in that public school teachers hear the 
assigned verses that have been memo- 
rized. It is especially useful for neg- 
lected rural children. 

In these Bible memory contests, book, 
chapter, and verse are included, and the 
entire body of Scripture memorized 
makes an equipment that not many 
church members possess. “The whole 
armor of God is in these selected 
verses.” Although the annual budget 
is only $40,000, forty-one full-time mis- 
sionaries labor in twenty-two branches. 
This includes cost of living expenses, 
maintenance of cars, cost of all awards, 
and camp expenses for 900 children each 
year. The Children’s Bible Mission 
works in eleven states. 

In ten years, 5,247 children have at- 
tended camps, every one of whom had 
memorized 300 verses. 

In ten years, 10,648 Bibles were 
awarded, 68,150 New Testaments, 310,188 
Gospels, and 26,588 books. 

From children’s correspondence: “The 
night of June 7 I went into evening as- 


sembly and I listened very carefully. 
That night after I got into bed, I thought 
a long time and decided that I would 
take Jesus as my Saviour.” Again: “I 
think the Lord wants me to become a 
preacher of the Gospel of Christ. My 
favorite verse is: 1 Corinthians 10:13, 
‘God is faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that ye are able; 
but will with the temptation also make 
a way to escape, that ye may be able 
to bear it. When I am tempted I turn 
to this verse and it gives me peace and 
comfort.” 


“The Nine Points” constitute a doc- 
trinal statement adopted by the Chris- 
tian Business Men’s Committee, and 
“What We Believe” is a series of radio 
talks explaining them by Mr. Arnold 
Grunigen, Jr., chairman of the Chris- 
tian Business Men’s Committee of the 
San Francisco Bay Region. It is Scrip- 
tural, concise, comprehensive. Occa- 
sional references are made to the pur- 
poses and attitude of the sponsoring 
committee, thus: “It is quite appar- 
ently the purpose of the modernists to 
take over the complete leadership of 
the orthodox churches of America. It 
is the plan of the Christian Business 
Men’s Committee to be part of a militant 
body of conservatives who will resist 
this move with every power at their 
command. ... This group of Christian 
businessmen find no appeal in unbiblical, 
incomplete, and compromising _ testi- 
mony about the return of our Lord. We 
are committed to aggressive evange- 
lism, the hardest type of Christian wit- 
ness. One reason why Christian busi- 
ness men’s committees are virile and 
growing and are enjoying God's bless- 
ing is that we recognize that we are 
living in time but for eternity. Our 
fellowship with one another around 
God’s Word has strengthened our desire 
to abide where Christ is now, spiritually 


speaking.” 


Dr. Henry Einspruch, Lutheran mis- 
sionary to Baltimore Jews, has just fin- 
ished his twenty-fifth year of work. In 
this time he has laid great stress on the 
publication and distribution of literature, 
effective tracts, a book of 200 pages, 
“When Jews Face Christ,” and the New 
Testament in his own Yiddish version, 
of which 25,000 copies have gone out. 
In the Hebrew Lutheran he notes the 
publication of a little book in Yiddish 
entitled “Christian Science, the New 
Birth,” by Bicknell Young, of which .15,- 
000 copies have been sold. Then he 
comments: 


“Say what you will about this Chris- 
tian Science outreach after the Jews, 
but can you imagine the United Luth- 
eran Publication House or the Methodist 
Book Concern, or the Presbyteriansg 
Episcopalians, Baptists, or others bring- 
ing out basic Christian material in the 
language of the Jewish people? For 
the past twenty-five years we have bat- 
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tled very much alone to make available 
an adequate Christian literature for 
Jews.” 


“With Christ; Which Is Far Better.”— 
The Rev. Robert A. Jaffray, great mis- 
sionary of the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance, was held in a Japanese con- 
centration camp for several years and 
finally passed away, July 29, 1945, in his 
sleep, after two months of starvation 
diet. Now he is where they “hunger no 
more, neither thirst any more.” 

He was son of the owner and pub- 
lisher of the Toronto Globe, one of 
Canada’s great newspapers. At the age 
of nineteen he volunteered for foreign 
missionary service and began in South 
China among the Hakkas. Here he spent 
thirty-three years of devoted service. 
After that he was largely responsible 
for opening the work of the Alliance 
in French Indo-China. In 1929 he led 
a pioneer group to Borneo and other 
islands of the East Indies, establishing 
a Bible training school in Macassar in 
the Celebes. This was the third great 
work of his life. The school’s enroll- 
ment reached nearly two hundred, com- 
ing from sixteen language groups. For 
many years Mr. Jaffray edited the Chi- 
nese Bible Magazine, which had great 
influence in building up Christians of 
various lands in the knowledge of the 
Scriptures. He was one of the statesmen 
missionaries of our time. 

Dr. Max I. Reich, the Hebrew-Chris- 
tian leader, like Apollos, “mightily con- 
vinced the Jews, and that publickly, 
shewing by. the scriptures that Jesus 
was the Christ.” He went to be with 
the Lord on August 11, 1945. His was 
a character of rare Christian fragrance. 
Dr. Reich was born in Berlin, and for 
six years after his conversion was a 
missionary to the Indians in Kansas and 
Arkansas. He was founder of the In- 
ternational Hebrew Christian Alliance 
and long editor of the Hebrew Christian 
Quarterly. 


In the N. Y. Post for last October 22 
appeared a call for a convention in the 
early part of 1946 to set up in New York 
a Provisional Government of the Jew- 
ish Republic of Palestine with the neces- 
sary organs of administration and for 
appointing diplomatic representatives 
and. for creating a Jewish Economic 
Council for the industrial and agricul- 
tural development of Palestine. The 
call is for a sovereign Jewish state dedi- 
cated to justice, liberty, and to God. “We 
shall embody in our institutions the liv- 
ing spirit of the Bible and adopt as our 
guide the immortal constitutional 
achievements of the English-speaking 
peoples.” 

The Jewish Economic Council, so it 
is proposed, will promulgate a Ten 
Year Plan for the development of Pal- 
estine with the goal of.a Jewish popula- 
tion of many millions and on the basis 
of a billion dollar loan. “We shall seek 
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to organize the entire Near East into 
an Economic Union to raise the standard 
of living of all populations and to bring 
the blessings of peace, health, and pros- 
perity.” 

This “Appeal to Action” quotes, and 
is based on, the words of Jeremiah 30:3: 
“For, lo, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will bring again the captivity of 
my people Israel and Judah, saith the 
Lord: and I will cause them to return to 
the land that I gave to their fathers, 
and they shall possess it.” 


The great German saint and phi- 
lanthropist, F. v. Bodelschwingh, had a 
son of the same name who has fol- 
lowed in his great work for epileptics 
in Bielefeld and who has been Reichs- 
bischof, or Archbishop, of the German 
Church. A recent letter sent out by 
him to German Christians is translated 
in the British Weekly. A note intro- 
ducing it says that when the Nazis came 
to “liquidate” his 6,000 epileptics in ac- 
cordance with their policy of race-bet- 
terment, Bodelschwingh said to them: 

“I quite understand what you have 
come to do. You have your orders and 
obey them, but I also have my orders 
and obey them. You can do whatever 
you like to me, but never, never will I 
let you touch the people under my care.” 
They went away silent. 

He writes: “We stand with our peo- 
ple under the judgment of God. This 
judgment shatters all the arrogance of 
men. They thought that the day of the 
Superman had come. They trusted in 
their own power alone. ‘Professing 
themselves to be wise, they became fools.’ 
It was folly to cut the German people 
away from the root of their religion. 
When five years ago the fight against 
the cross began to be waged openly, the 
war was already lost. 

“We cannot disclaim responsibility for 
the guilt of our people nor do we wish 
to. We will not cover ourselves with 
the excuse that we did not know of much 
that went on behind the barbed wire of 
the camps, or in Poland and Russia. As 
God visits the sins of the fathers upon 
the children to the third and fourth gen- 
eration, so also He asks a whole people 
to pay the penalty for what its rulers 
have done or ordered. 

“Since we believe in the God who can 
make great transformations we do not 
stand among our people as men of de- 
spondency and despair. We are mourn- 
ing, indeed, for all that was lost. Not 
only for the flower of our people that 
fell in battle. Not only for the cities 
that sank in dust and ashes. Not only 
for the modest prosperity which has 
turned into the bitterest poverty so that 
hunger stands before the door. We 
mourn also for so many hopeful begin- 
nings which were made in leading the 
nation both toward the healing of its 
life in house and family, and toward 
social peace. We have been thrown back 
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decades and have been reduced to the 
level of a colony which is indeed per- 
mitted a modest degree of self-adminis- 
tration but no self-government. 

“But all this which looks like loss ean 
become gain for us. Every security in 
the world is a serious: danger for the 
Church of Christ. Everything that sets 
it on the path of faith is a wholesome 
gift. The fewer its outward means of 
help, the more genuine its love. The 
more insuperable the hindrances appear, 
the more manly and childlike at the 
same time is faith in the God who even 
today works miracles. When the men 
come back from the confusion of battle 
or from the loneliness of imprisonment, 
they must not find at home a tired and 
grumbling church, but a flock, even if 
only a little one, of disciples of the Sav- 
iour, who have gained soniething of His 
outlook and who therefore live as those 
who die, and who though poor yet make 
many rich.” 


In describing thé foreign! misaieh re- 
volt among Northern Baptists I neglected 
to mention “Mid Missions,” the General, 
Council of Co-Operative Baptist Mfis- 
sions of North America, with headquar- 
ters in Cleveland. It has 220 mission- 
aries working in India, French Equatorial 
Africa, Liberia, Venezuela, Brazil, Peru, 
Jamaica, Haiti, Hawaii, Mexico, together 
with Jewish work in St. Louis, work 
among the mountaineers of the Ozarks, 
of Tennessee, and Virginia. About $225,. 
000 was contributed last year to these 
enterprises. 


Churches are still leaving the old for- 
eign missionary society of the Northern 
Baptists for the new Conservative Soci- 
ety at the rate of one a day. Contribu- 
tions this year almost doubled those of 
last year, and sixty-two missionaries are 
under appointment. Noticeable are the 
indications of God’s Spirit’s working 
among young people. Messrs. Brush- 
wyler and Buker, leaders of the new 
Conservative Society, were in charge of 
the missionary hour at Winona Lake 
Youth for Christ Conference, when 250 
young people pledged themselves for 
foreign work. Dr. Carey Thomas at 
the Mt. Hermon Baptist Encampment in 
California reports that 140 dedicated 
their lives to the foreign field. 

One feels as Ulrich von Hutten in the 
early spring morning of the German 
Reformation, “Es ist ein Lust zu leben !” 
(“It is a joy to live!’) Paul Uhlinger, 
a C.B.C.M.S. appointee, has completed 
his course in flying at the Toccoa Falls 
Flying School, in preparation for Congo 
mission life. The first bequest has come 
in, $2,500 for women’s work. J. J. Oli- 
veira, veteran Portuguese pastor in 
Providence, has reached Portugal for his 
new work there. 

Meanwhile from the Association of 
Baptists for World Evangelism comes 
the good news that a fine three story, 
gray stone house, with lovely grounds, 
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has been given them in Germantown 
(Philadelphia) for headquarters. This 
Association, in addition to its work in 
the Philippines, Ceylon, Colombia, and 
elsewhere, is considering entering Dutch 
New Guinea. In 1939 and 1940 surveys 
were made. The plan is to establish a 
base at Hollandia on the coast and to 
shuttle supplies, building materials, and 
passengers into the interior. The plane 
is pledged and five new missionaries are 
under appointment. 


The recent meetings in Central Hall, 
Westminster, London, with the final 
great. gathering in Albert .Hall, were 
packed with young people to listen to 
Mr. Tom Rees, a powerful evangelist. 
Among those rallying to his assistance 
were the aged and still vigorous Gipsy 
Smith, Dr. Scroggie, and General Dobbie. 
Lady Montgomery, a daughter of Dean 
Farrar and mother of the great Field 
Marshal, spoke as a mother of nine chil- 
dren on mothers’ opportunities, also on 
the importance of communion with God 
by keeping tryst with Him day by day. 

Mr. C. S. Lewis, the Oxford don who, 
delivered from agnosticism, is now giv- 
ing his testimony in book and broadcast 
to the saving Christ, said that one thing 
he had come to know ever more clearly 
was that they were embarked on an ad- 
venture in which failure was ultimately 
impossible. “To the world it appeared 
quite the opposite. The world believed 
that Christianity was a dying force. It 
asks, ‘What are these Christians going 
to do to sdélve contemporary problems?’ 
But Christianity did not begin with that 
at all. The disciples asked the Lord, 
‘Wilt thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel?’ or, in other words, 
‘Produce your plan for the Palestinian 
problem.’ They received in answer a 
holy snub. ‘It is not for you to know 
the times or the seasons,’ Christianity 
did not begin with an attempt to find 


a solution to the world’s problems. It 


began with such words as ‘Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God’ and 
with that agonized cry, ‘What must I 
do to be saved?’ Everything must begin 
with conversion; nothing will take its 
place.” 


The Nation-wide Bible Reading Cam- 
paign of the Bible Society has been 
fruitful. Thus from San Francisco 1,200,- 
000 reading schedules werg-sent out over 
the West Coast. The Bible Society's Re- 
port gives pictures of the movement. 

“I haven't read my Bible for years,” 
writes one, “but this schedule showed 
me how. I now read it daily.” 

Mr. Menzel, a Lutheran hospital chap- 
lain, spoke gf an acquaintance who had 
promised .to read the Bible “when it was 
revised and brought up to date.” This 
attitude he had held for years. But he 
took a schedule, and after the five weeks 
of reading wrote: 

“That was a wonderful line-up of 
amazing Scripture. Really I was sur- 
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prised to find Romans 8 and Isaiah 53 
in the Bible. From now on the Bible 
will not be a mere ornament among my 
books. I will read it daily. Say, Rev- 
erend, mark on the flyleaf other passages 
equal to those selected by the American 
Bible Society.” 


“The Bible is little read by Mormons, 
but the Book of Mormon daily,” writes 
a Society agent. “In preparation for 
the Nation-wide Bible Reading I visited 
eighteen bishops and their wards. They 
gave me consent to place the. posters, 
and they offered to distribute the sched- 
ules. A large pulpit Bible was placed 
in an open corner store in the’ center 
of the business district. Mormon news- 
papers gave space to the plan. Never 
in the history of Christian work among 
the Mormons has such prominence been 
given to the Bible. One bishop called, 
making inquiry as to where he could 
buy some Bibles.” 


Brief Notes 


Mr. Charles E. Fuller is working on a 
plan to send three hundred evangelists 
out over the United States and Canada. 


The Prime Minister of Uganda, re- 
cently assassinated, was a Christian who 
bore the name of Martin Luther Nsi- 
birwa. 


A worker among Jews asked a Jew 
what he and his people did with the 
fifty-third chapter of Isaiah. “In his 
kind way he answered, ‘We were taught 
to pass over it.’” 


Ex-Senator Gillette of Iowa has be&® 
come chief political adviser to the He- 
brew Committee of National Liberation 
and president of the American League 
for a Free Palestine. 


The new president of the Mother 
(Christian Science) Church in Boston, 
Mrs. Myrtle Holm Smith, in her presi- 
dential address advocated “quicker and 
more numerous healings through Chris- 
tian Science.” Then she went on to 
deprecate sending evangelical mission- 
aries to Russia, China, the Balkans! 


J. Edwin Orr is chaplain of the Ameri- 
can Air Force in the Pacific. He has 
taught his Christians in the force to 
tithe.

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Archaeological Light 
on the 
Lesson for February 24, 1946

The Door Post (Deut: 6:9) 

N ONE of Moses’ messages to Israel 
shortly before they entered into the 


Promised Land, he told them that they 
were to teach the words of God to their 
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children, and he instructed them to 
write God’s words on the posts of their 
houses as one way of impressing the 
thoughts on their minds” (Deut. 6:9). 
It is interesting to note that archaeolog- 
ical discoveries of dwellings of New 
Testament times show that early Chris- 
tians were not ashamed of the truths 
of Scripture and often had them carved 
on their door posts and lintels. The 
archaeological expeditions of W. K. 
Prentice of Princeton University, in the 
early years of the twentieth century, 
brought to light many of these inscrip- 
tions from Syria, the territory just to 
the north of Palestine. It seemed almost 
strange to find carved over houses and 
baths and barracks such expressions as, 
“This is the gate of the Lord; the right- 
eous’ shall enter in it,” and, “Our Lord 
Jesus Christ dwells here, the Son and 
Word of God. Let no evil enter,” or 
on another, “If God be for you, who 
is he that is against you?”1 

On the lintel of one house in Syria, 
this reminder of what Christian hos- 
pitality should be was found carved in 
solid stone: “Abraham received the 
angels in hospitality,” referring to He- 
brews 13:2.2 The use of Scripture 
plaques and mottoes today is not un- 
like this early use of Scripture thoughts 
and verses, which has been revealed by 
the archaeological discoveries. 


“Cities Which Thou Buildest Not” 
(Deut. 6:10) 


OSES reminded the Israelites that 
God was about to bring them into 

the possession of cities in Canaan which 
they had not built. Through archae- 
ological discoveries we have a knowl- 
edge of the nature of the land and cities 
of Canaan which Israel gained in the 
conquest. For more than fifteen’ hun- 
dred years there had been a develop- 
ment of civilization in Canaan. The 
earliest walled city of Jericho had been 
built about 3000 B.C., and it was the 
fourth city on that site which Joshua 
and the Israelites captured about 1400 
B.C.3 A development of about the same 
length of time characterized Bethshan 
and many other Palestinian cities. The 
Amarna Tablets give us a picture of life 
in Canaan in the fourteenth century 
B.C., enabling us to envisage the land 
and the cities which Israel gained, but 
which they “built not.” 4

Approa¢h to the Lesson 

NATION is but a group of many 
A families speaking a common lan- 

guage and motivated by common 
principles. Where these principles are 
of a high and noble character, the en- 
tire nation is ennobled. If they be of 
an ignoble character, the moral tone of 
the nation is adversely affected. Both 
in the Old and New Testaments great 
emphasis is placed upon piety in the 
home. It is there that children receive 
their earliest and most lasting impres- 
sions. Instruction given and examples 
set in the days of developing intelli- 
gence will affect the character, for good 
or ill, in all the years to come. Chris- 
tian parents are held responsible by 
God to train up their children in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord, who 
has given the definite promise: “Train 
up a child in the way he should go: and 
when he is old, he will not depart from 
it” (Prov. 22:6). Where this ~promise 
seems to have failed, careful examina- 
tion will show there has been some fail- 
ure in home discipline, or in placing 
the young under adverse influences be- 
fore being definitely grounded in the 
truths of God’s Word. 

In the Book of Deuteronomy, God 
gave Israel implicit directions as to how 
to order the home-life so as to insure 
reverence for the Holy Scriptures and 
the name of the Lord. The same rules 
or principles may well be adapted to 
our home life today. There are alto- 
gether too many homes where the chil- 
dren seldom, or never, see their par- 
ents read the Word of God or bow in 
prayer individually, and where family 
worship is unknown. Parents need not 
wonder if the children grow up to treat 
the things of God with indifference 
where such conditions prevail.

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The Historical Setting 

Our lesson is taken from the Fifth 
Book of Moses, and is part of the ad- 
dress delivered by the great lawgiver 
in the plains of Moab, shortly before 
his death and Israel’s entrance into 


Canaan. This was probably in 1451 
B.C. 
Verse by Verse 

Deut. 6:4.—“‘Hear, O Israel.” This 


verse, brief as it is, may be said to be 
the creed of orthodox Judaism, a syn- 
opsis of the faith of Israel from the be- 
ginning until now. The words, “The 
Lord our God is one Lord,” are repeated 
over and over again by millions of Jews. 
They declare the unity of the Godhead, 
but they also imply a trinity of per- 
sons, because the word for God is 
Elohim, which is a plural noun. So that 
the confession is really, “Jehovah, our 
Triune God, is one Jehovah.” This is 
the basic faith of the Christian as well 
as the Jew. 

Verse 5.—“‘Love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart.” This sums up the 
first table of the Law, and our Lord 
Jesus declared it to be “the first and 
great commandment” (Matt. 22:38). If 
God has the supreme place in our af- 
fections, we will not violate His Word 
or go contrary to His will in anything. 

Verse 6—“These words .. . shall be 
in thine heart.” The heart stands for 
the controlling force of the life (Prov. 
4:23). God’s Word, hidden there, coun- 
teracts the power of sin (Psa. 40:8; 119: 
11). God would have His people ponder 
His words and store His truth. in the 
heart, that the whole being might be 
in subjection to His will. 

Verse 7.—“Teach them diligently ... 
talk of them.” Household religion is 
all-important. The Word of God should 
be taught carefully to the children. They 
should grow up in an atmosphere of 
godliness. The things of the Lord are 
not only for the place of public serv-

ice, but all through the hours of the day 
they should be uppermost in the minds 
and in the conversation of those who 
love Him. Thus the children will grow 
up in a sphere where eternal things have 
so prominent a place they cannot read- 
ily forget them. 


Verse 8.—“Bind them for a sign upon 
thine hand, and .. . as frontlets be- 
tween thine eyes.” That ts, hand and 
mind were to be subject to the Word 
given by God. The Jews sought to carry 
this out literally by making little leather 
boxes containing texts of Scripture, 
which they called phylacteries (Matt. 
23:5), and which they fastened by straps 
upon the wrist and the forehead. What- 
ever the pious intent of those who first 
began this custom, it was no substitute 
for positive obedience to the command- 
ments of the Lord. 


Verse 9.—“Write them upon the posts 
of thy house and ... thy gates.” In 
this striking language, Moses stressed 
the importance of household piety. The 
very entrance to the home was to be 
hallowed by the divine statutes. 


Verse 10.—“When the Lord... shall 
have brought thee into the land.” They 
were soon to pass over Jordan into the 
promised inheritance. There they were 
destined to become a great and mighty 
nation, whose security and future bless- 
ing should be dependent upon their 
keeping these precepts in mind and act- 
ing accordingly. 

Verse 11—‘When thou shalt have 
eaten and be full.” A period 6f pros- 
perity is ever a time of danger. In 
adversity, men feel their need of God 
and look to Him for help. When riches 
and comforts increase, the tendency is 
to become self-sufficient arid forgetful 
of God. 


Verse 12.—“Beware, lest thou forget.” 
It is as we keep in mind the mercies 
of God, extended to us in our times of 
need and affliction, that our hearts go 
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out. to Him in grateful worship and we 
realize the need of dependence upon 
Him as we enjoy the benefits He lav- 
ishes upon us. 
The Heart of the Lesson 

It is God who sets “the solitary in 
families” (Psa. 68:6). With Him the 
household is an entity and is treated 
as such (see Gen. 7:1; 18:19; Exod. 12: 
4; Acts 11:14; 16:31).. He holds parents 
responsible to order their households 
aright and to instruct them in the way 
of the Lord. They are required to look 
well to the behavior of their house- 
holds (Prov. 31:27) and to bring the 
children up “in the nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord” (Eph. 6:4). This in- 
volves warning them against evil habits 
and instructing them as to the way of 
righteousness. Children thus warned 
and instructed are far better prepared 
to go out into the world where they have 
to cope with so many forms of sinful 
indulgence, than those left untaught and 
allowed to drift along unwarned into 
habits which, once entered into, may 
exercise a control that cannot be broken, 
save indeed by the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.

The Sunday school should be a supple- 
ment, not a substitute, for home teach- 


How the children love to have Father 
and Mother teach them Bible stories! 
How easily and how early in life they 
can become acquainted with Bible char- 
acters, when they are lovingly and in- 
telligently taught! 

' Oh, that the gist of every parent’s 
prayer were:

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I do not ask that I may ever stand

What a delight to the heart of God 
could He say of every parent as He 
was able to say of Abraham, “For I 
know him, that he will command his 
children and his household after him, 
and they shall keep the way of the Lord, 
to do justice and judgment” (Gen. 18: 
19). 

But what a grief,to His loving heart 
when He sees parents honoring their 
sons above Him, as did Eli (1 Sam. 2: 
29). God was forced to bring judgment 
upon Eli’s house “because his sons made 
themselves vile, and he restrained them 
not” (1 Sam. 3:13). 

Everybody knows it is not always 
easy to teach divine things to children; 
but every effort is worth while whether 
it seems so at the time or not. Parents 
as well as Sunday school teachers ‘may 
take courage from this selected poem: 

A diamond in the rough 

Is a diamond sure enough, 

For before it ever sparkles 

It is made of diamond stuff! 


Of course, someone must find it, 
Or it never will be found,

The other day a serviceman had moist 
eyes and a lump in his throat as he told 
me of a letter he had just received from 
his wife in which she told him she had 
started telling their little tot about the 
Lord Jesus—and how every night now 
when he is tucked into bed, he says, 
“Mama, tell me some more about Jesus !” 

The reason Paul could say of Timothy, 
“From a child thou hast known the holy 
scriptures, which are able to make thee 
wise unto salvation through faith which 
is in Christ Jesus” (2 Tim. 3:15), was 
because Timothy’s mother and grand- 
mother taught him those Scriptures, 
early in life (2 Tim. 1:5). 

“And [thou] shalt talk of them... 
and thou shalt bind them .: . and thou 
shalt write them (vs. 7-9).—The words 
of the Lord their God were to have-a 
vital part in their everyday lives! The 
prominent place they gave the words of 
the Lord—inside and outside their 
homes — would attract attention, arouse 
interest, and produce questions. 

In answering the questions, they could 
review the Lord’s gracious dealings with 
them (Deut. 6: 20-257. 

The sight of a text on the wall of a 
believer’s home, the sight of the Bible 
in a prominent place in a _ believer’s 
home, and the sight of the Bible ina 
believer’s hand as he goes to service 
are powerful sights today to-many. ob- 
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servers. Only et&rnity will reveal the 
full fruitage of such sights! 

“And houses full of all good things, 
which thou filledst. not” (v. 11).—When 
the Lord brought His earthly people 
into the Promised Land, He did not 
take them in in time Ao plow, sow, 
cultivate, build, and buy. He brought 
them in ih the time of harvest — every- 
thing was ready for them to reap and 
enjoy. What thrills they must have had 
possessing their possessions ! 

A friend of ours purchased a house 
from a woman who wanted to sell the 
house and everything in it just as it 
stood. She was leaving to marry a very 
wealthy man who owned a much larger 
house which was elaborately furnished. 
All she wanted was cash. 

Our friend satisfied himself that the 
house and lot were worth the cash price 
she asked, and made the purchase.; 

We were with him and his wife when 
they entered rooms and opened drawers, 
and were amazed at the quality — and 
quantity—of the china, linen, silver- 
ware, drapes, rugs, and furniture. Not 
many folks have had that kind of thrill, 
but the believer who knows something 
about possessing his possessions has 
something vastly superior.

Is Daddy or Mother cross? Do you 
children quarrel, and sometimes hit each 
other? Does everybody say mean things? 
What is the matter with your home? 
You need Jesus in your home. But 
you do believe in Jesus as your Sav- 
iour, and so do the rest of the family, 
you tell me. 

Let’s see what God told Moses about 
how families should do, and maybe we 
can find out what is the matter with lots 
of families that ought to be happy. The 
very first thing is a command: “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy. God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy might.” 

I'm afraid we all fail on this very first

thing. We love so many other things 
that we cannot give God all our love. 
Daddy may love his business, ahd Mother 
her housekeeping, more than. they love 
God, and you children hever think about 
God except on Sundays. 

The next thing was, “Thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children.” Are 
you taught God’s Word as diligently as 
you are your school lessons? Then the 
family were to talk of God’s Word and 
work all during the day, as they went 
about their work. How many times 
during the day do you talk about Jésus 
to your school friends, or to your Daddy 
and Mother? 

God told the Children of Israel to 
bind His words on their hands and on 
their foreheads, and write them on the 
posts of their house, and on their gates. 
They were to have God’s Word always 
in their hearts and minds. 

Suppose when you waken in the morn- 
ing, you say just a tiny prayer, “Dear 
Jesus, be with me today.” Then when 
the family sits down to breakfast, Daddy 
asks God’s blessing on the food, thank- 
ing God for it. After you have eaten, 
each one says a verse, then you go to 
school. But you don’t go away from 
God. If you are His child, His Holy 
Spirit goes with you. You may have a 
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chance to tell some playmate about 
Jesus. 

At dinner at night, you say thanks to 
God before you eat, and then after eat- 
ing, you read or have read a Bible story. 
Maybe you have this at bedtime. Then 
you close the day with a prayer, and 
Mother praying for you. 

Do you think there would be much 
quarreling in a home like that? If yours 
is not that kind of home, ask the Lord 
Jesus to help you make it that kind. 
The first thing, of course, is for you to 
believe in Him and accept Him as your 
Saviour, and then you can pray for all 
your family. 

There are promises to thee “and thy 
house.” God loves to’ save families.

AVE prepared a large sheet of card- 
board for a poster with the Memory 
Verse printed in the center, leaving 
room for a picture to be pasted in each 


corner. Spiny dee 


will I bless thee; 
and 
I will praise thy name 
for ever and ever.” 


Also have slips of paper ready, with 
the words, “Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy might” 
(Deut. 6:5). These may be folded and 
prepared with string to be tied around 
the head or wrist of each pupil. Four 
children should be ready to tell the 
stories called for. 

Do you thank your mother every day 
for doing something for you, or tell her 
you love her? Here is a promise (show 
the poster) someone made to God. What 
do you suppose he thanked God for 
every day? Did he ever expect there 
would be a time when he wouldn’t have 
anything to praise God for? I wonder 
if we remember God every day, too. 
Did you say something nice about God 
or to God every day this last week? 

Moses was afraid that when people 
got moved into a new land and settled 
down in comfort in fine houses filled 
with good things, and had plenty to eat 
and drink, they would forget God. So 
he told people certain times when they 
should think and talk of God and what 
He had done for them. You can find 
them in Deuteronomy 6:7. Now can 
you find a good picture to illustrate each 
one for our poster? We will have a 
story from the Bible to illustrate each 
one, too. 

“Thou shalt teach them diligently unto 
thy children, and sbalt talk of them 
when thou sittest in thine house” — 
a picture of a family group with Bible 
in hand for devotions would be appro- 
priate. Timothy, a young Christian 
whom people trusted, learned about God 
at~home. Raymond will tell us who 
taught him and what they taught (Acts 
16:1, 2; 2 Tim. 1:5; 3:14, 15). “When 
thou walkest by the way”— picture of 
adult and children walking. Two friends 
of the Lord Jesus were walking home 
together one day. What do you suppose 
they were talking about? And who went 
with them? Nancy will tell us (Luke 
24:13-32). “When thou liest down” — 
picture of child saying his prayers by 
his bedside. Eli helped young Samuel 
to hear the Lord when they were abed 
at night (1 Sam. 3). “When thou risest 
up”—picture of child awake in bed. 
Jacob did not realize that God was near 
when he went to sleep outdoors, but 
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~ 
when he woke up in the morning, he 
worshiped God (Gen. 28: 10-22). 

To keep his people from forgetting 
God, Moses also told them to do some- 
thing like this (tie the paper slips to 
the foreheads or wrists of pupils). You 
wonder what these are? Take them off, 
if you wish, and look at them. Then 
see Deuteronomy 6:5, 6, 8, 9. You may 
take them home. 

I am wondering if the Lord has been 
so good to you that you are willing to 
make the promise of the Psalm your 
promise, “Every day will I bless thee; 
and I will praise thy name for ever and 
ever” (Psa. 145:2). Each one of you 
who really loves the Lord tell one nice 
thing He has done for you.

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words, any religion is “religion.” The 
committeemen who made the title would 
say that of course it stands for the Chris- 
tian religion. Then why not say “Chris- 
tian Religion in the Home’? Better 
still, “Christ in the Home.” Why use 
an involved or debatable term when 
the straight and simple word “Christian,” 
or “Christ,” could be employed? Those 
words are definite and mean something. 
They embrace the truth. Religion is a 
thinly diluted word and has no business 
in the title of a lesson supposed to be 
on Christian faith. In the title it is 
almost an apology to any heathen cult 
that might make a claim for your be- 
lief and loyalty. 

Fellows, this is just a symptom of the 
trend of the times. There is a very 

finite attempt to “water down” the 

ospel of the Lord Jesus Christ; this 
Gospel is too virile, too searching. It 
tells us that all men are sinners and 
have need of the one and only Saviour 
— Jesus Christ. We do not like to be 
called sinners: it cuts our pride. Yet 
the very first mention of the name of 
Jesus when the angel announced His 
coming birth stated, “And thou shalt 
call his name Jesus: for he shall save 
his people from their sins.” And ever 
since that announcement the Devil has 
been trying to find some way to con- 
vince “his people” that they are not so 
bad after all, and do not specially need 
a Saviour to shed His blood on the cross 
for them. A part of Satan’s strategy 
is to merge all “religions” into one, and 
to say that there is some good in each 
one of them. 


Sometimes Christians, trying to do per- 


sonal work, seem to be afraid to mention 


the name of Jesus Christ. They will 
ask a prospect, “To what church do you 
belong?” instead of the -direct question, 
“Do you know Jesus Christ as your per- 
sonal Saviour?” Many an unsaved per- 
son can say truthfully that he is a 
member of some church. It is a very 
strengthening thing to speak the name 
of Jesus, reverently, earnestly. The 
name means so much. Unfortunately, 
“the church” does not always mean what 
it should; in some cases it means noth- 
ing at all.

° Our NATION AND Its HOMES 


HAT is the greatest difference be- 
tween a house and a home? List 
the features that Christian homes of 
any land and any social class might 
have in common. Recall homes that 
mate our nation — those of early colon- 
ists who fought for a place to live; 
rugged pioneers pressing toward new 
land, carrying “home” wherever they 
went; home-loving settlers establishing 
villages and cities. Display pictures of 
early and present-day American homes, 
including trailer houses, apartments, and 
hotels. Throughout the land we hear 
of uprooted people who cannot find a 
place to live, and because a place to 
live is one of the basic needs of family 
stability, this failure has become one of 
America’s prime tragedies. 
What can Christians do for these peo- 
ple, Christians whose home foundations 
are built on the solid principles of Ephe- 
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sians 5 and 6? What counsel does our 
lesson give? , (Deut. 6:4-12.) (1) Put 
God first. (2) Teach His Word to the 
family. (3) Learn His Word individ- 
ually. (4) Make God’s Word the basis 
for eVeryday conduct. (5) “Beware lest 
thou forget the Lord.” 

We might place these items in another 
grouping: Personal devotion; group 
worship; strong Christian habits in the 
family. 

These are ideals, but to what extent 
are they practiced in American homes? 
We who are dealing with many young 
people and children from Christless 
homes know that God’s counsels are 
ignored in the majority of the homes 
of this land. If we would reach the 
homes for God, we must start with 
point “five” and work backward. Bring 
people into situations where they will 
begin to think about the Lord once more. 
Furnish opportunities for them to learn 
His Word individually; open the Bible 
to family groups; place Bibles in homes 
that have none; visit in these homes and 
outline daily readings for family wor- 
ship. Above all, try to win members 
of families to Christ and help them to 
grow in the knowledge of Him until 
they want nothing but Christian homes. 


“Wuo Witt Go For Us?” (Isa. 6:8.) 


No one in our country lives too far 
away from intense missionary oppor- 
tunities to remain unstirred, and there 
is not a Christian in these United States, 
active or shut-in, whom the Lord can- 
not use to pray and work that homes 
of unsettled America may be brought 
to Christ. 

Have you ever wished you could go 
throughout this country visiting people, 
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letting the Lord use you to turn the 
homes of our land toward Christ? 
Evangelists have the privilege of serv- 
ing in this way, but often they stay in 
the homes of Christians and do ,not 
reach the family background of the 
spiritually underprivileged. In some 
localities Bible teachers aré going from 
house to house, or trailer to trailer, 
bringing the Bible in an_ intimate, 
friendly way to families, and gathering 
neighbors together for study and prayer. 
Are people interested? Yes, God is 
working through many yielded servants 
in bringing Christ to this country. 

Did you ever picture what kind of 
country this would be if every home 
were Christian? Crime .stories would 
not fill our papers; greed and selfish- 
ness would not predominate; mothers 
and fathers would not be frantic about 
wayward children; those who had an 
unadjusted childhood would not have to 
wonder why they do not seem to fit 
into any situation. ' 

May the Lord show us how to do our 
part to work for more Christian homes!

are impossible. The extra defect, which 
is less universal, is that the eclecticism 
of Dr. Huxley’s book is not confined 
to facts but extends to causes. Thus, 
on page 457, we find the following: 
“How has adaptation been brought 
about? Modern science must rule out 
special creation and divine interven- 
tion.” So Huxley deliberately puts 
blinkers on science! To rule out special 
creation as. an explanation of adapta- 
tions is to degrade biology from the 
status of science and make a pseudo- 
religion of it. Having ruled out special 
creation because he dislikes it, Dr. Hux- 
ley forthwith upbraids Bernard Shaw 
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because the latter, disliking the idea of 
a blind mechanism such as natural se- 
lection underlying evolutionary changes, 
asserts that such a blind mechanism can- 
not be operative. Says Huxley: “Pace 
Mr. Shaw, this reasoning does not com- 
mend itself to scientists.” According 
to Huxley, the scientist, but not the lay- 
man, may rule out whatever he dis- 
likes! 

On pages 428 to 430 Huxley cites a 
number of complex structures, among 
others the galls produced by insects. In 
one case the gall becomes detached with 
the insect inside. Then the insect be- 
comes released from its self-made prison 
through the, opening of a pre-formed 
lid. The inside of this prison is often 
lined with cells rich in nourishment on 
which the insect feeds. “The total range 
of these functional devices,” writes Hux- 
ley, “is very large and (once the hypoth. 
esis of special creation is ruled out) can 
only be ascribed to accurate selective 
adaptation. We need not continue the 
list: it would be almost coterminous 
with the data of comparative physiology 
and physiological ecology.” These phe- 
nomena can be explained only by special 
creation or the action of blind forces; 
as Huxley will not have special crea- 
tion, he flatters himself that he has 
proved that they are the result of natu- 
ral selection! By ruling out creation, 
we are not only forced to credit the 
unproved, but even the fantastic, in the 
name of Huxley’s so-called “science.” 


The author of this book, writes Voigt, 
“while simulating scientific detachment, 
suppresses or misrepresents every seri- 
ous critic, thus giving his readers thor- 
oughly biassed and misleading notions 
about the present state of biological 
science. More than this, he exploits 
scientific Darwinism so as to make prop- 
aganda for his own obscurantist and 
unscientific — indeed, anti-scientific — 
‘Religion of Progress.’” 

In 1942 appeared Dr. Joseph Need- 
ham’s “Biochemistry and Morphogene- 
sis” — a book of 787 pages, published by 
the Cambridge University Press. Even 
though this: volume is concerned with 
the chemistry of embryological devel- 
opment, it is steeped with Darwinism. 
On page 32 we read: “The most primi- 
tive type of development is probably 
that in which a large number of eggs 
with relatively little yolk are laid. Al- 
though this has the advantage of facil- 
itating the dispérsal of the species, the 
destruction of a large proportion of the 
embryos before and after they hatch 
entails a severe strain on the parent 
organism. Moreover the existence of 
minute swimming larve in the plankton 
is a positive bar to the colonisation of 
fluvatile fresh water. On balance it proved 
more satisfactory to increase the size of 
the eggs and so prolong the develop- 
mental period so that the embryo when 
hatched could face the world with much 
enhanced probability of survival. This

meant compressing the larval stages into 
the embryonic period. The whole range 
of egg size from that of the sea urchin 
to that of the ostrich is an illustration 
of this tendency. . . . But the larger 
the eggs become the more valuable they 
are to the species and hence we see 
arising all kinds of arrangements for 
the care of developing embryos and 
larve. High degree of parental care, 
small numbers of eggs, large egg size and 
long development time all go together, 
as do the converse phenomena. Thus 
fishes, marine and fresh-water, which 
show parental care can lay from 80 to 
200 eggs in a season; those which do 
not, lay from 30,000 to 700,000. In am- 
phibia parallel figures are 4-270 as 
against 1,000-8,000. . . . In the course 
of time it was found that the protec- 
tion of eggs could best be assured not 
merely by the continted presence of the 
parent organisms, but by these actually 
carrying the eggs about with them. This 
is what:happens today jn the case of the 
toad Alytes obstetricans [the midwife 
toad].” 

That the above differences of habit 
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exist is a fact, but there is not an iota 
of evidence that all animals originally 
laid a very large number of small eggs, 
or that to lay few large eggs is more 
advantageous than to lay many tiny 
eggs, or that species that take care of 
their eggs and young are more flour- 
ishing than those which do not. Indeed 
the evidence points the other way. The 
sea urchin is a more flourishing animal 
than the ostrich, and the common toad is 
more flourishing than the midwife toad. 
The former takes no heed of eggs or 
young, nevertheless it is spread over 
the whole temperate world, except Mad- 
agascar and Australasia; while the mid- 
wife toad is restricted to western Europe, 
despite the fact that the male twists the 
two strings of eggs laid by the female 
round his legs and carries them about 
thus for three weeks, taking care to 
keep them always damp. Moreover the 
common toad spawns only once a year, 
as opposed to the twice, thrice, or even 
four times of the midwife toad. 


The midwife is not the only toad that 
looks after its eggs and young. In some 
species, such as Rhinoderma darwinii of 
South America, the male carries the 
eggs in his mouth until the tadpoles 
emerge and apparently takes no food 
while so doing. I find it incredible that 
any species of toad can have acquired 
this habit. Nor is this all. A number 
of fishes belonging to several families 
have the habit. Moreover the geograph- 
ical ranges of the species which lavish 
great care on their eggs and young is, 
speaking generally, much more restricted 
than that of those who take no care of 
eggs or young. 


In my view, hundreds of different 
kinds of animals have habits and in- 
stincts that cannot have evolved gradu- 
ally, and this fact affords one of the 
many reasons why I reject not only Dar- 
winism but evolution in all its forms.

would like to know I have become a 
Christian.” “What were you before?” 
asked the doctor. “An atheist,” was the 
reply. “I suppose your patient has been 
talking to you?” “No,” said the nurse, 
“she said nothing to me, but I found 
in her the only really contented gif! 
I had ever met, and I asked her the 
secret, and now I am a Christian.” 


How needful it is that we learn that 
secret, not alone for our own peace of 
mind, but to give power to the witness- 
ing effect of. our lives upon unbelievers. 
We may not acquire contentment all in 
a moment. It has to be learned, and 


‘learning is a process, but it can be 


learned, and once it has been, we shall 
bear misfortune and hardship with pa- 
tience, dignity, and good cheer, and 
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without iN-humor or complaining. And 
if prosperity and success, fame or wealth 
come to us, these, too, we shall bear with 
quiet self-possession, and with no arro- 


gance or undue elation. Let us then 
inquire into the secret. 


It is twofold. First, to be contented 
souls we must make much of life’s bless- 
ings. Make every blessing an occasion 
for thanksgiving, for thankful souls are 
happy souls. Appreciative people see 
the gladdening things of life more than 
its trying things, and they meet life 
contentedly. Paul here appears as a 
deeply appreciative soul. He makes much 
of the kindness of others. He warmly 
thanks them. This is part of his habit 
of looking on the bright side of every- 
thing. It appears further in the way he 
stops in his letters to praise his Chris- 
tian friends for whatever is praiseworthy 
in them. Such is the spirit of all who 
make much of life’s blessings. It makes 
them happy and contented. So, concen- 
trate on life’s good things, rather than 
its trying experiences, and you will be 
much more contented with your lot. 

Making much of life’s blessings is part 
one of the secret. Making most of your 
Saviour is the second and chief part. 
In Philippians Paul says, “To me to live 
is Christ.” You could put such a man 
in prison, but you could not rob him 
of Christ. The Lord Jesus was every- 
thing to Paul. Trust in Him and delight 
in Him: made this man independent of 
circumstances. From Christ he drew 
strength to endure trial cheerfully, say- 
ing, “I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me.” With divine 
help for all circumstances he rises supe- 
rior*to all circumstances. 


Make much of life’s blessings. To do 
so is a grand help to contentment. Make 
most of your Saviour. There is the 
unfailing secret of contentment. 


Having Christ, whatever reverses of 
fortune time might bring, we may still 
carry with us all we really have that 
makes for abiding joy; for Christ will 
never leave us nor forsake us, and Christ 
is the secret of Christian joy and sat- 
isfaction. 

Thou, O Christ, art all I want; 
More than all in Thee I find. 
With Him as Saviour and Helper, Friend, 
and Guide, what more do we need for 
real satisfaction? 


Contentment is within the reach of 
all because Christ is within the reach of 
all. While we must say, “For me to live 
is making money,” or, “For me to live 
is having a good time,” or, “For me to 
live is achieving success,” contentment 
will elude us. But when it is, “For to 
me to live is Christ,” then and thus do 
I learn in whatsoever state I am, therein 
to be content.

2. What Do Roman Catholics Believe? 
(Matt. 16:13-20)

HE term, “catholic,” means, “uni- 


-versal,” or “general.” Thus, when 
we repeat in the Apostles’ Creed, “I be- 
lieve in the holy catholic Church,” we 
mean the universal Christian Church, 
the great body of all true believers. 
However, when we capitalize the word 
and put the adjective “Roman” before 
it, we refer to one particular ecclesias- 
tical organization, which has its head-. 
quarters at Rome, Italy, and it is about 
this organization that we are to think 
in our prayer meeting this week.

It is important, that we; as Protes- 
tant Christians, should understand 


clearly the principal claims and the 
cardinal beliefs of the Roman Catholic 
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Church. We shall find that we hold 
some beliefs in common with Roman 
Catholics, but we should also see that 
there are some errors in Catholic teach- 
ing, which errors are the very reason 
why many years ago a large number 
of those who were formerly in the Ro- 
man Church protested against such 
teachings, and withdrew, or, in some 
cases, were excommunicated from the 
Roman Church. ye 


Protestants deny the claim of the Ro- 
man Church that it is the only true 
church, and that its Pope is the one 
and only Vicar of Christ. Protestants 
believe that the Roman Church de- 
parted many centuries ago from the true 
Apostolic faith. Because of this depart- 
ure, and the numerous errors of teach- 
ing that accompanied it, it became nec- 
essary, through. the Reformation, for 
true believers to return to the simple 
Apostolic faith and teaching of the early 
true Church, as exemplified in the Gos- 
pels and in the Epistles.

Among the errors of the Roman 
Church, which led to the Reformation 
and which many Protestants today still 
see in the Roman Church, are the dis- 
tinction made, between the clergy and 
the laity, and the supreme authority 
of the Bishop of Rome, or Pope. Our 
Scripture lesson for this wéek’s prayer 
meeting brings us the incident upon 
which Roman Catholics largely base 
their claims for Papal supremacy. They 
hold that when the Lord Jesus said to 
Peter, “Upon this rock I will build my 
church” (Matt. 16:18), He meant that 
the Christian Church was to be founded 
upon Peter, whom the Roman Church 
claims as its first Pope. Protestants be- 
lieve that the Lord here used, in the 
original language, a play upon words, 
saying in substance, “Thou art Peter 
{petros, or “a little rock”], and upon 
this rock [Petra] I will build my 
church.” It was not upon Peter, as Peter 
himself is careful to tell us (1 Pet. 2: 
4-9), but upon Christ, whose deity Peter 
had just confessed, that the Church was 
to be built. “Other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid; which is Jesus 
Christ” (1 Cor. 3:11). 


Two great doctrines are held in com- 
mon by the Roman Catholic Church and 
the Protestant Church. They are the 
doctrines of the deity of the Lord Jesus 
and the inspiration of the Scriptures. 
However, even these truths are obscured 
by errors. To Roman Catholics, the 
Lord Jesus is the Messiah, long pre- 
dicted by the Old Testament prophets, 
and the unique Son of God, who was 
born of a virgin, and who died on the 
cross as a vicarious atonement for sin. 
However, the Roman Catholic Church 
has clouded this truth of the deity of 
the Lord Jesus with the false teaching 
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priest, or bishop, or Pope is needed, if 
men are to approach the Lord Jesus and 
find forgiveness of sin, and by teaching 
that Mary is also sinless, and directing 
to her much of the worship and praise 
due only to Christ. Protestants ‘hold 
that no foundation can be found in the 
Scriptures’ for such teaching, and,;fur- 
thermore, that no mediator is necessary, 
but that anyone may come directly to 
the Lord Jesus througlf prayer, and con- 
fession of their sin, and find forgiveness. 
ve 
Roman Catholics teach that certain 
human beings, such as the apostles and 
saints, and particularly the virgin Mary, 
can intercede with Christ for men. 
Therefore, they say, prayers should be 
addressed to them. Protestants believe 
that no such intercession is needed since 
we have the greatest of all advocates 
in the Lord Jesus Himself. “We have an 
advocate with the Father} Jesus Christ 
the righteous” (1 John 2:1). Therefore, 
it is not only useless, but wrong, to 
pray to men and women of “like pas- 
sions” with us (Acts 14:15). 
oy 4 
Perhaps, the greatest point of diver- 
gence between the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant faiths and the principal issue 
for breaking away from Rome at the 
time of the Reformation was her false 
teaching that salvation and forgiveness 
of sins may be earned by various works 
and penances, or purchased by money. 
Protestant Christians believe that sal- 
vation and forgiveness can never be 
earned, that these are the free gifts of 
God and may be obtained solely on the 
basis of faith in the Lord Jesus’ finished 
work on Calvary. Protestants believe 
that good works and holy living are 
the outgrowth of salvation and forgive- 
ness and the indwelling of the Holy 
Spirit, and are to be expected in the 
life of every believer, but that nothing 
we can do can possibly earn salvation 
or forgiveness of sin.

against such inclusive efforts. There 
can be no agreement between truth and 
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error. If fhe Protestants are correct in 
believing in one Mediator, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and in salvation and for- 
giveness alone through Him and not by 
works, then there can be no agreement 
nor common ground with Rome until 
Rome is willing to acknowledge her de- 
parture from the Word of God, and to 
correct the false teachings which she 
has been dispensing to her followers for 
many centuries.
